MARINES LANDED 


ON ISTHMUS 


Win Bearoh For Colombian Troopi 
Sftid to Be Netr Panama.

Colon, Dec. 15.—A company of ma- 
rines from the United States cruiser 
Prairie was landed here under 
the 
command of Captain Smedley D. But- 
ler, of West Chester» Pa., and imme- 
diately sta.rted by train for Panama. 
The destination of the marines is said 
to be Yavisa, up the San Miguel gulf 
and Tuira river. 


Tt ts believed that the decision of 
the naval authorities to station ma- 
rines at Yaviza may i)os8ibly bo owing 
to the reports that Colombian troops 
hare been seen in that direction, but 
up to the present time there is no rea- 
son to believe that any large force is 
under orders to march on 
Panama 
from Cauca. 
The opinion seems to 
prevail that the few Colombian sol- 
diers seen were probably scouts who 
were endeavoring to learn what pre- 
ventive and protective measures were 
being taken by the Republic of Pana- 
ma, and that it was their presence 
which gave rise to the 
exaggerated 
rumors of a speedy attack by Columbia 
on the Isthmus. 


It is more likely that the movement 
of marines to Yaviza is in conformity 
with the policy of the naval authorities 
to concentrate forces at points which 
offer the best facilities for getting Im- 
mediate information of any movement 
by Colombian troops towards Panama 
and at the same time affording the ma- 
rines some relief from their confine-- 
ment to the ships*. The marines car- 
ried with them all requisites for camp 
life and also a number of machine 
guns. 


Want Panama to Assume $15,000,000. 


Loadon, Dec. 15.—The correspondent 
of the Morning Leader at The Hague 
aays it is reported there that both Hol- 
land'and Great Britain insist that, the 
Repubjic of Panama shall assume- lia- 
bility for 115,000,000 of the Colombian 
debt 


Army Officers Anxious to Assist. 
Washington, Dec, 15.—The news of* 
the movement of marines southward 
from Panama, based as it was on the- 
reported landing of Colombian troops 
in that part of the isthmus, was re-», 
ceived with keen Interest in army cir- 
cles, where there has been exhibited 
for some time a desire to participate 
with the navy in any military move- 
ment«- on the Isthmus. 
The general 
staff' gave the subject immediate at* 
tention. There was. however, no out- 
come in the shape of orderii: to troops, 
though the arrival here of Brigadier- 
General J. Franklin Bell, superinten- 
dent of the general staff college at 
Leavenworth, was regarded as con- 
firming the previous statements to the 
effect that the army is making- ready 
to do its- share at a moment's notice. 
General Bell was in consultation with 
some of the members of the ^eneraX 
staff. 


There ar« strong reaeons toi doubt 
the truth of the report that Colom- 
bian troops have landed on Isthmus 
territory. All previous reports 0 gov- 
ernment officials have indicated^ that 
90 Colombian troops« either have-been 
landed or will be landed until after 
the result of General Reyes' mtimlon 
ta Washington 
is 
known: 
General 
Reyes stated that he had given hla 
pledge to that effect to the state de^ 
partment. His counjiel to the.ColomT 
blat)s to abstain from hostile acts until 
be has ended his WArk in Wasfilngton 
Is well known.

COL. BOJES DIES SUDDENLY 


Stricken On Train While ^eturninfl 
From Conference With Roosevelt. 
Scranton, Pa., Det^ V^-^JKr^oi^el- H. 
M-' Boies, of this cicy, died àuddenly 
at the Hotel 
Sterling. 
Wilkesbarre, 
shortly after 12 o'clock this morning, 
where ha was escorted by friends. He 
took Kick on a train which had been 
bearing him back from Washington, 
where he had a conference with the 
president. Heart disease was the cause 
of death. 


He was born in 1837, in Lee. M^ss. 
He had lived in Scranton since early 
youth. 
He was the first colonel of thet 
Thirteenth rei^iment and prominently 
Identified with the National Guard. For 
years he has been one of Pennsylva- 
nia's commissioners of ch?irities and 
corections and has written^ a numbezi 
of works on criminology.

Philadelphia. Dec. 14.—"Th« wages 
system will pass away. 
In its stead, 
I believe, there will come a system 
which will he composed of the profit- 
sharing and the co-operation 
ideas. 
The great labor question means the 
struggle of humanity 
for a 
higher 
standard of life. 
The employer must 
consider his employe, as well as the 
stockholder, as an investor." 


These words were contained in an 
address upon "The Wage Question," 
made by Carroll D. Wright. United 
States commissioner of labor, before 
the Society of Ethical Culture of this 
city. 


Of scarcely less interest than his 
prediction of a new labor system was 
Colonel Wright's approval of a plan 
to insure labor against Incapacity re- 
sulting from accident. Illness or ad- 
vancing age. 
The German idea was 
quoted, under which 
the- 
employer 
must pay one-fourth the cost of a sick 
and death benefit policy, the employe 
one-fourth, and the government one- 
half. "England," said Colonel Wright, 
"has taken up this question, and we of 
the United States are 
steadily ap- 
proaching it." 


Continuing. Col. Wright said: "Capi- 
tal charges to the consumer the depre- 
ciation of property 
and 
machinery. 
Why should not the depreciation of la- 
bor's machinery, its hands, its brains, 
its body, be included in the final cost. 


"We see in every progressive com- 
munity that the demand of the work- 
man Is no longer for a wage sufilcient 
to enable him to keep body and soul 
together. 
T^ftbor hc.s been taught to 
feel that it is a .social as well as an 
economic power in the community and 
this educating process has gone on un- 
til the demand of fuhor in for a rea- 
sonable margin beyond that fixed by 
the Iron law of wages. 


"The wage system will pass away. It- 
is as has been shown, unsatisfactury 
Vn many of its applications. 
It? de- 
pends too largely on Its equities upon 
the generosity and great 
raind^ness 
of 
employers. 
That there ar» many such 
who would scorn to influtnce the votes 
or action of their employes, and who* 
would be incapable ot- taking petty or 
great ad%'nntage o£ Choir workmen is 
happily true. 
Tliat* there are ottiers, 
however, who make use of these* oppor- 
tunities pn>-i\0€ the^ weaknees of the 
system an* argues fbr a greater meas- 
ure of ifidiipendonr» for thcree who la- 
bor. 
The systerai that wiir take the 
pljiti« of that uridcflr which, mere wages 
w e paid probably will be-composed of 
the profit sharlnn: 
and 
co-operation 
plan^ 
The wonit people will then ac- 
uqire ihe intereBU.of invesivjrs. tke more 
capable will rlsi«to their opportunities 
ttnd the leiw ww^rthy wUl:

Colon, Dec. 15.—X company of ma* 
rinee from the United States cruiser 
Prairie was landed here under the 
command of Captain Smedley D. But­ 
ler, of West Chester, Pa., and imme­ 
diately started by train for Panama.

from Cauca. The opinion seems to 
prevail that the few Colombian sol­ 
diers seen were probably scouts who 
were endeavoring to learn what pre­ 
ventive and protective measures were 
being taken by the Republic of Pana­ 
ma, and that it was their presence 
which gave rise to the exaggerated 
rumors of a speedy attack by Columbia 
on the Isthmus. 
It is more likely that the movement 
of marines to Yaviza is in conformity 
with the policy of the naval authorities 
to concentrate forces at points which 
offer the best facilities for getting Im­ 
mediate information of any movement 
by Colombian troops towards Panama 
and at the same time afCording the ma 
rines some relief from their confine­ 
ment to the ships.. The marines car­ 
ried with them all requisites for camp 
life and alao a number of machine 
guns.

WRIGHT PREDICTS 
NEW LABOR SYSTEM 


Baji Profit-Sharing and Co-Operation 
Ideas Will Prevail 


WAGS DEMAND NOT SUFFICIENT 


Philadelphia, Dec. 14.—"Tha wagea 
aystem will paas away. 
In its stead, 
I believe, there will come a system 
which will be composed of the profit- 
sharing and the co-operation ideas. 
The great labor Question means the 
struggle of humanity for a higher 
standard of life. The employer must 
consider his employe, as well as the 
stockholder, as an investor.*’ 
These words were contained in an 
address upon "The Wage Question/* 
made by Carroll D. Wright, United 
States commissioner of labor, before 
the Society of Ethical Culture of this 
city. 
Of scarcely less interest than his 
prediction of a new labor system was 
Colonel W right’s approval of a plan 
to insure labor against Incapacity re­ 
sulting from accident, illness or ad­ 
vancing age. 
Tho German idea was 
quoted, under which 
the' employer 
must pay one-fourth the cost of a sick 
and death benefit policy, the employe 
one-fourth, and the government one- 
half. “England,** said Colonel Wright, 
**has taken up this question, and we of 
the United States are 
steadily ap­ 
proaching it*‘ 
Continuing. Col. W right said: “Capi­ 
tal charges to the consumer the depre­ 
ciation of property 
and 
machinery. 
Why should not tho depreciation of la­ 
bor’s machinery, its hands. Its brains, 
its body, be included in the final cost. 
•‘We see In every progressive com­ 
munity that the demand of the work­ 
man is no longer for a wage sufficient 
to enable him to keep body and soul 
together. 
T^bor hr.s been taught to 
feel that it is a social as well as an 
economic power in the community and 
thia educating process has gone on un­ 
til the demand oC fahor in for a rea­ 
sonable margin beyond that fixed by 
the iron law of wages. 
“The wage system will pass away. It- 
is as has been shown, unsatisfactury 
ih many of its applications. 
lü de­ 
pends too largely on its equiti«« upon 
the generosity and great mlnci^ness of 
employers. That there ara« «any such 
who would scorn to iniluance the votes 
or action of their employes, and who* 
would be Incapable of taking petty or 
great ad^^ntage of their workmen is 
happily true. 
Tliat* there are ot!iers, 
however, who make uae of these'oppor­ 
tunities provtO« the" weakneaa of the 
system an<l argues ftor a greater meas­ 
ure oi Ifidependenc» for th^se who la­ 
bor.

They prevent the accumu- 
lation of mud, and will be tramped 
fine during the winter by stock, when 
they then may be hauled to the barn- 
yard and used as absorbent material. 


INFLUENCES POTATO YIELD, 
liio size of the seed for potatoes In- 
fluences the yield. 
In England whole 
potatoes are used almost in every sec- 
tion, and successful growers in thi» 
country use seed potatoes cut in half, 
never cutting to smaller sizes. 
Deep 
plowing, deep planting and level cul- 
ture give better results than hilling. A 
single plant in a place gives the largest 
tubers, but not so many as when two 
or more plants are togetlier. 


CAUSE OF ROPY MILK. 


Farmers who consider $300 too high 
for a fourteen-pound butter cow should 
remember that no outlay is too great, 
provided tho returns therefrom are sat. 
isfactory. There is a great difference 
In the price of a pure bred Jersey and 
a common cow, but there is also a wide 
difference In the butter produced. A 
cow is valuable only according to 
what she produces and the cost. One 
cow producing fourteen pounds of but' 
ter is more profitable than two cows 
producing seven pounds each, because 
she requires less room and also entails 
less expense for food and labor, thus 
producing butter at a lower cost per 
pound.

TO KEEP 
HONEY. 


To keep honey all the year round 
without candying it is only necessary 
to place the honey which has previ- 
ously been nicely strained in a pan 01 
pail which may be placed inside oi 
anotlier one, putting two or three bits 
of wood under the pail containing the 
honey, to prevent it from burning upon 
tho bottom, then fill the outer one 
with water and just bring to the boil- 
ing point, skimming off the wax and 
all foam which gathers upon the top. 
As it comes to the boiling point, re* 
move from the stove, and after a few 
minutes skim and pour into jars to 
cool. Cover tightly and keep in a cool 
place.—E. L. Morris. 


RAISING TURKEYS. 


Turkey raising has become almost a 
distinct branch of the ^joultry indus- 
try, hnd requires a location very dif- 
ferent from that needed for chickens, 
geese or ducks. Turkeys. Avhile thor- 
oughly domesticated, still retain that 
natural disposition to roam, and for 
this reason it is impossible to succeed 
with them in small lots. 
They must 
have range, even when being prepai^ed 
for market, • and when this is given 
them they are but little more trouble 
than other kinds of poultry. 


Bronze turkeys are the largest of 
all breeds, and perhaps the most gen- 
erally bred, but there are several other 
favorites that are doubtless equally 
f^ood. Tho turkey does host In warm 
climates, and it is somewhat surpris- 
ing that more farmers do not have 
ilocks of them.

VALUE OF HAY CROP. 


The hay crop of this country is more 
important to farmers than wheat, ns 
hay may bo baled and sent to market 
or be used on the farm; but one rea- 
son Avhy hay should not be sold is be- 
cause it contains more of the mineral 
elements than does grain. More profit 
is made from hay than from any other 
staple crop, as It is the main reliance 
for winter feeding, while the manure 
from hay contains plant food that 
IS more evenly balanced than that from 
any other source. To derive the most 
heneilt from hay, however, is to feed 
It in connection with less valuable 
bulky food, using bran or linseed meal 
to make the ration better and more ac- 
ceptable, and especially should 
this 
course be pursued when there has been 
a short hay cvop. 


IMPORTANCE OP GOOD SEED. 
The Importance of good seed cannot 
be too strongly urged. 
A grower of 
wheat in several years' experiments 
found that it paid well to hand-pick 
his seed wheat. 
The first year be 
planted seven and one-half pounds of 
hand-picked wheat on pne acre, in 
rows eighteen inches apart, and at 
harvest he threshed out sixty-seven 
bushels. The next year the yield was 
seventj'-two bushels, using a 
little 
more seed. On a trial row he planted 
seventy-six extra fine kernels of seed 
(weighing forty-five grains), and the 
product was ten and one-fourth pounds 
or at the rate of lUU bushels of wheat 
per acre. The experlnjents were made 
many years ago by Professor Blount» 
of the Colorado Experiment Station, 
the seed being in rows eighteen Inches 
apart, and twelve inches apart in the 
rows, a wheel hoe being used for culti- 
vating between the rows. In Belgium 
all seeds are carefully hand-picked and 
the wheat crop cultivated, with the 
result that from sixty to seventy-five 
budhels of wheat per acre may b# 
found on nearly all farms.

CORN STALKS ON ROADS. 
Corn stalks from which the blade» 
have been eaten make excellent mate- 
rial in the lanes and roads leading to 
the barn. They prevent the accumu­ 
lation of mud, and will be tramped 
fine during the winter by stock, when 
they then may be hauled to the barn­ 
yard and used as absorbent material. 


INFLUENCES POTATO YIELD. 
llie size of the seed for potatoes in­ 
fluences the yield. In England whole 
potatoes are used almost in every sec­ 
tion, and successful growers in this 
country use seed potatoes cut in half, 
never cutting to smaller sizes. 
Deep 
plowing, deep planting and level cul­ 
ture give better results than hilling. A 
single plant in a place gives the largest 
tubers, but not so many as when two 
or more plants are together. 


CAUSE OF ROPY MILK. 
Farmers who consider $300 too high 
for a fourteen-pound butter cow should 
remember that no outlay is too great, 
provided the returns therefrom are sat 
isfactory. There is a great difference 
in the price of a pure bred Jersey and 
a common cow, but there is also a wide 
difference in the butter produced. A 
cow is valuable only according to 
what she produces and the cost. One 
cow producing fourteen pounds of but 
ter is more profitable than two cows 
producing seven pounds each, because 
she requires less room and also entails 
less expense for food and labor, thus 
producing butter at a lower cost per 
pound. 


W hen P hilip Wns Calletl J>own* 
The late Captain Philip W4is fond of 
relating an experience he once had 
when he was stationed at the Cramps 
shipyard in Philadelphia as inspector 
of the cruiser New York, which was 
then building there. 
One day, when

TO KEEP HONEY. 
To keep honey all the year round 
without candying it is only necessary 
to place the honey which has previ­ 
ously been nicely strained in a pan or 
pail which may be placed inside oi 
anotlier one, putting two or three bits 
Df wood under the pail containing the 
honey, to prevent it from burning upon 
the bottom, then fill the outer one 
with M'ater and just bring to the boil­ 
ing point, skimming off the wax and 
all foam which gathers upon the top. 
As it comes to the boiling point, re­ 
move from the stove, and after a few 
minutes skim and pour into jars to 
cool. Cover tightlj^ and keep in a cool 
place.—E. L. Morris.

Dewey gives some interesting facts 
concerning the fresh air colony main­ 
tained by the municipality of Paris 
for the children of the poor: 
♦In 18SD there were 200 children to 
profit by this colpny of Mandres-sur- 
Valr; now there are 1000 each year, and 
the properly has been handed over per­ 
manently to the Eleventh Ward. The 
movement has become general in the 
Paris schools, and the municipality 
has come to the aid of the insuflicient 
ward school fund«. 
In 1891 the city 
raised its contribution for these school 
colonies to 200,000 francs, and the 
school fundi? of the twenty wards gave 
04,000 more; and 5530 children, under 
the care of 2oD teachers, had their 
summer outing. Mandres is the larg­ 
est of these colonies; the total expense 
of journey back and forth and three 
v/eeks* stay is fifty-three franc and 
eighteen centimes for each child—a 
little over flO, as exchange goes!*' 


RAISING TURKEYS. 
Turkey raising has become almost a 
distinct branch of the poultry indus­ 
try, lind requires a location very dif­ 
ferent from that needed for cliickens, 
geese or ducks. Turkeys, while thor­ 
oughly domesticated, still retain tliat 
natural disposition to roam, and for 
this reason it is impossible to succeed 
with them in small lots. They must 
have range, even wiien being prepared 
for market, ^ and when this is given 
them they are but little more trouble 
than other kinds of poultry". 
Bronze turkeys are the largest of 
all breeds, and perhaps the most gen­ 
erally bred, but there are several other 
favorites that are doubtless equally 
^ood. The turkey does best in warm 
climates, and it is somewhat surpris­ 
ing that more farmers do not have 
ilocks of them.

harvest he threshed oxU sixty-seven 
bushels.

On a trial row he planted 
sevonty-six extra line kernels of seed 
(weighing forty-five grains), and the 
product was ten and one-fourth pounds 
or at the rate of 100 busliels of wheat 
per acre. The experinjents were made 
many years ago by Professor Blount, 
of the Colorado Experiment Station, 
the seed being In rows eighteen Inches 
apart, and twelve Inches apart In the 
1‘ows, a wheel hoe being used for culti­ 
vating between the rows. In Belgium 
all seeds are carefully hand-picked and 
the wheat crop cultivated, with the 
result that from sixty to seventy-five 
bushels of wheat per acre may b« 
found on nearly all farms.

The National Congress recently enacted a law (known as the Lacey law) 
enlarging the duties and powers of the Department of Agriculture so as to in- 
clude the preservation, distribution, introduction and restoration of game birds 
and other wild birds. This law was passed "to aid In the restoration of such 
birds in those parts of the United States adapted thereto where the same have 
become scarce or extinct, and also to regulate the introduction of American or 
foreign birds or animals In localities where they have not heretofore existed." 
It prohibits the transportation by interstate commerce of game killed in viola- 
tion of local laws. That a sentiment has developed in favor of the execution of 
Ihe game laws Is well known, to their sorrow, to many innkeepers, common car- 
riers and dealers. Constitutional questions have been raised, and cases grow- 
ing out of the killing of a few partridges have gone to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. It is gratifying to the sportsmen that the laws ha^-^ usually 
been upheld. This has always been the case excepting where too little care 
was exercised in their framing. There was much bungling in the earlier legisla.

To rightly understand, therefore, the limitations of the dollar, to clearly un- 
derstand what it will buy and what It will not buy, is the most important duty 
that we owe to ourselves. 
To be thoroughly disenchanted regarding the purchasing power of money 
would at once add immeasurably to the world’s true happiness and peace. 
A new light would shine in human eyes—because a new joy would dwell in 
human hearts—If we could once come to see that about all of the best things in 
our life have nothing to do with money and money nothing to do with them.—

Game Preservation 
Law Prohibitingr Sale of Game at 
All Times Proving a Potent Aid 


B y D w ig h t W . H u n tin g to n 
WWW HE best blow for game preservation was struck w'hen laws w’ere 
enacted prohibiting the sale of gaiue at all times. A difficulty 
was encountered at first, OAving to the conflict of laws in the dif­ 
ferent States. Birds were offered for sale in a State where the 
sale was illegal, and the evidence was always at band that they 
were killed in another State where the shooting season was open. 
The words “wherever killed” were soon added to the laws pro­ 
hibiting sales, and these w’ere supplemented by laws prohib­ 
iting the transportation and exportation of game, and making it a misdemeanor 
to have it in possession in close seasons. 
The National Congress recently enacted a law (know’n as the Lacey law) 
enlarging the duties and powers of the Department of Agriculture so as to in­ 
clude the preservation, distribution, introduction and restoration of game birds 
and other wild birds. This law was passed “to aid in the restoration of such 
birds In those parts of the United States adapted thereto where the same liave 
become scarce or extinct, and also to regulate the introduction of American or 
foreign birds or animals in localities where they have not heretofore existed.” 
It prohibits the transportation by inter.state commerce of game killed in viola­ 
tion of local law’s. That a sentiment has developed in favor of the execution of 
the game laws is well known, to their sorrow, to many innkeepers, common car­ 
riers and dealers. Constitutional questions have been raised, and cases grow­ 
ing out of the killing of a few partridges have gone to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. It is gratifying to the sportsmen that the laws ha^-'e usually 
been upheld. This has always been the case excepting where too little care 
was exercised in their framing. There was much bungling in the earlier legisla. 
tion. There is some to-day.—The Century,

same conditions. 
An 
average 
goat 
produces four and one-half pints of 
milk per day, and the animals cost 
from $15 to f25 each. 
No special ef- 
fort seems to be made by the natives 
to preserve strains, but. nevertheless, 
the Maltese goat manages to keep up 
Its reputation for looks and product- 
iveness.

Three special radioactive substances 
have been detected: 
Radium, 
polo- 
nium and actinium. 
Of these, polo- 
nium and actinium have never been 
obtained in a suiHclently high degree 
of concentration to make their pres- 
ence visible in tho spectroscope. 
6uly 
by the evidence of radio-activity can 
their existence be detected. Tlie radio- 
activity test is '-millions of times more 
sensitive than chemical analysis, and 
thousands of times more sensitive than 
the spectroscope.*' 
Tho percentage of 
radioactive matter in many substances 
In which these properties have been de- 
tected is "far less than the percentage 
of gold in sea water. ff 


Dr. Steiner, a Dutch physician, re- 
cently made a curious discovery v/hilc 
traveling in Java. 
He chanced to stop 
one day at Sourabaya, where the Java/ 
nese maintain a large hospital for pris* 
oners. 
His notice was directed to the 
fact that in the treatment of 
such 
cases as necessitated an 
anaesthetic 
the native physicians did not resort 
to a drug, but instead they were mani- 
festly reducing their patients to a 
condition of stupor by compressing the 
carotid artery with their 
fingers. 
The 
Dutch physician was 
so much 
im- 
pressed with 
this primitive 
method 
of rendering the patient at least par- 
tially Insensible to pain that he made a 
careful study of It. He discovered that 
this method of anaesthesia, although 
unknown to modern surgery, was in 
all probability in vogue among the 
ancients.

The remnant of a remarkable and 
hitherto lost tribe of Eskim^- has re- 
cently been discovered on .Southamp- 
ton Island, at tho extreme north end 
of lludson Bay. 
It is said that until 
recently these people have never had 
an opportunity of seeing a white man, 
Their huts are built of the great jaw^s 
of whales, covered with skins. 
In the 
middle is an elevation, on w^hich is a 
Btone lamp used for lighting, heating, 
cooking, 
melting 
snow 
and 
drying 
clothes. 
The lamp is only a dish of 
whale oil. In which Is a wick of dry 
moss. 
Indeed, the w^hale is the chief 
means by which these people live, the 
bones being utilized for making plates, 
cups and sledges, but they a'so use 
sledges of walrus tusks, v/ith deer ant- 
lers for cross pieces.

almost extinct, as only gome sixteen 
are left. They speak a dialect peculiar 
to themselves 
and are very 
darlug 
hunte|*s.

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AS the reader ever ridden 
on a locomotive at top 
speed? It is a queer experi­ 
ence, especially to one not 
nt all accustomed to that 
peculiar mode of traveling, and is cal> 
culated, under some circumstances, to 
try tbo nervous system to its utmost 
tension. 
If' you would realize the 
power and irresistible force of a loco­ 
motive under headway, step on the 
rails for a moment, on a dark night, 
^and look up the long line of perspective 
'a t an on-coming engine with Its blaz­ 
ing signal lantern in front, like the 
eye of Cyclops, and its roar, echoed by 
the trembling earth, like some fabled 
giant’s breath. It is the very epitome 
of mechanical power harnessed to the 
service of human intelligence. What a 
frightful means of sacrifice, what a 
marvelous agent for good! 
Again, stand on the platform of a 
•Ide station while the express train 
passes at its average speed of thirty 
miles an hour, and you have another 
example of tbo amazing power of 
steam. Your nerves will Involuntarily 
contract themselves as the train rushes 
swiftly by, your eyelids will close me­ 
chanically, and you almost gasp for 
breath as the air vacuum surrounds 
you, caused by such huge and rapid 
atmospheric displacement. 
But it was upon an engine itself 
that the experience of which we write 
■ was gained, and thougli some years 
have now intervened it is as fresh in 
the memory as though it had occurred 
but yesterday; 
It was on a cold winter’s evening 
that wo were to start from Burling­ 
ton, Vermont, for Boston. The Janu­ 
ary thaw had failed to put in an ap­ 
pearance that year, and the cold In 
that northern region had been intense, 
bedding the frost to a great depth in 
the soil. After purchasing our ticket 
for the Lightning Express, as it was 
called, and placing valise ond storm- 
coat safely In one of the passenger 
cars, we had strolled about the depot, 
until we flnnlly paused beside tbo large 
and powerful loconiotivo which was 
to draw the train on its downward trip. 
It M’as a superb piece of mechanism, 
iWith its brass mountings as brisht 
as patient toil and Incessant care could 
make them, while the iron .ind steel 
parts conveyed a sense of enormous 
Btrength even nt a glance.

A sudden 
thought struck me—I had never rid­ 
den upon a locomotive: it would be a 
new sensation. 
Was it possible to 
do so to-night? I asked the engineer, 
iwho shook his head, but still answered 
me pleasantly: 
“Thero is the superintendent yonder; 
ask him.” 
Seeking the individual designated as 
the superintendent, I was both pleased 
and surprised to recognize in iilm an 
old friend, who whom, years ago, I 
•tiad been on intimate terms. I flnall.v 
told him that I had a singular request 
io make, and expressed my desire to 
ride with the engineer. He somewhat 
reluctantly assented to my desire, but 
not without numerous cautious, and 
tho remark that it was quite excep­ 
tional to grant such a iirivilege to any

Walking to tho side of the locomo­ 
tive, the superintendent introduced me 
to the engineer, and gave him direc­ 
tions to accommodate me as It re- 
l^arded tho Intended purpose.

HOW TO CARE FOR CUT GLASS 
Few people know how to care for the 
beautiful cut glass in their possession, 
and it is usual for it to lose much of its 
original color/and lustre. Carafes and 
bottles are especially neglected, being 
most difficult to clean. A medium still 
brush should be kept for scrubbing 
the pieces, and a little intelligence used 
in handling them. Unless there is a 
prejudice against having poisons of 
any kind in the house—and that is a 
very sensible prejudice—keep a little 
bottle of muriatic acid on hand. Po­ 
tato parings are almost as good for 
cleaning inside of bottles, etc. Never 
plunge cut glass into very hot or very 
cold water; never set it on marble or 
In a draught after washing. Cut glass 
has a singular propensity to break 
neatly In two when a cold draught 
strikes a damp piece. To clean a car­ 
afe cut up some potato parings and 
put in the bcfttle with a little lukewarm 
water. 
Allow this to stand for an 
hour, then shalve will for several min­ 
utes. Empty and wash in soapy warm 
water. Rinse in clear warm water and 
dry. 


SUCCESS WITH CALLAS. 
Contrary to the usual rule of the flor­ 
ists to give call« llllos complote rest 
during the summer months by turn­ 
ing the Jars over on their sides undei 
a bush and withholding water, I have 
found by eight or ten years’ experi* 
ence that I obtain most satisfactory 
results by setting the Jars in a shal­ 
low brook, which never becomes dry. 
In August I take out the bulbs, some­ 
times wash and scrub them with a 
brush, though not always^ replace them 
with fresh earth containing plenty of 
cow manure, and plant as many aa 
elsht or ten in a ten-inch pot. Water 
freely, never allowing the sauccra to 
become dry.—Sallie Story,

TO LIGHTEN LAUNDRY WORK. 
One of the most Important parts of 
washing Is the assorting of the clothes. 
There are many stains which, like 
those of perspiration, disappear magic­ 
ally with a little cold water and soap, 
and others, like fruit and coffee, which 
must be treated with boiling water, but 
are permanently set by lukewarm 
water. If it is the practice of the fam. 
lly to soak all the clothes In cold water 
before the washing has begun a great 
many stains will be permanently set, 
but If the various kinds of stains are 
carefully sorted out and properly 
treated hours of rubbing will be saved. 
A housekeeper whose clothes always 
look as white as the driven snow saya 
tliat it is best to soak coarse, clothes 
in cold water, but that the table linens 
and fine clothes need not be so treated. 
The same housekeeper says that aa 
soon as she has removed the stains 
fi’om her clothes she puts them In cold 
water in the boiler and brings them 
to the boiling point, and then puts 
them in the washtub to be rubbed for 
the first time. The boiling starts the 
dirt, and the rubbing is much easier 
than it would otherwise be. After rub­ 
bing, the clothes are transferred at 
once to the first rinsing water, then to 
the second, and when they are thor­ 
oughly rinsed they are put a few at a 
time into the bluing water, provided 
they have not been blued in several 
weeks. If they have, they are wrung 
out with the wringer and put out to 
dry. All white clothes sliould be dried 
outdoors in the strongest sunlight. 
Both the freezing cold and the heat of 
the summer’s sim bleach them. 
Brown soap.s usually contain rosin 
and soda, and are good for washing 
white clothes, but they should not be 
iiscd for colored clothes or flannels, as 
soda bleaches the one and the rosin is 
Injurious to the other. Use a good 
n'hlto soap for this purpose. All col­ 
ored clothes should be dried as quickly 
as pos.sible in the shade. * 


GIRDLING GRAPE VINES. 
The girdling, or ringing, of grape 
vinos Is done to increase tho slee of 
each cluster. 
It is not practiced ex­ 
clusively, however, although some find 
the method profitable. The bark is en­ 
tirely removed below the fruit clus­ 
ter about a month before the period 
of ripening, which hastens ripening 
about a week or two in advance, and 
enlarges the bunch and berries. 
Tbe 
sap ascends through tlie pores of the 
wood to su.stain growth, but the elabo­ 
rated .*iap descends through the wood 
and the bark, and can go no lower than 
tho point at which the girdle is made, 
where it stops and is utilized in feed­ 
ing the grapes. 
Rome injury is done 
the vino below the girdle, and it may 
not pay to girdle on an extensive 
scale.

each pot I place a runner, and keep it 
il'ore with an ordinary wh’o fence sta- 
f)le.

PREPARING ORCHARD LANDS. 
An orphardist of large experience 
says: Tlie general work of preparing 
the land for planting an orchard con­ 
sists in deep tilth, and tho more thor­ 
oughly it is done the more certain is 
success. The preparation iiad best be 
¿one late in the fall, wiien it will be 
ready for early spring planting or for 
fall planting if preferred. Many suc­ 
cessful orchardists, especially in the 
Western States, prepare tho land by 
op ning with a heavy plow a furrow 
^'here the rows of trees are to be set 
and then back furrowing the space 
between them, making a land section 
with a tree row in the centre. 
This 
method affords a deeper tilth under 
the trees, and at the same time, sur­ 
face drainage into the opening and 
finishing furrow midway between the 
rows, which will receive, and, if prop­ 
erly graded, carry off any surplus 
svater which m a/ accumulate from 
heavy rainfalls.

HUMUS IN TUB ORCHARD. 
It is an important point in farming 
to preserve tlie humus in the soil 
where there is no liumus. 
Humus 
lias a value distinctive from that of 
the fertility it contains. It holds moist­ 
ure in the soil and also holds ^ome 
forms of fertility. To increase it in 
the orchard a good way is to grow 
legumes of some sort and plow them 
under at stated seasons. 
Not only 
does the cultivator tlius increase the 
humus in the soil, but the nitrogen is 
Increased, as it has been caught from 
the air by these plants. 
Some fol­ 
low the practice of not plowing or 
spading under tlie green crop, but of 
mowing and leaving it on tlie ground. 
But to our mind this is a very inferior 
way of getting the good of decaying 
humus. The air must in that case rob 
the crop mown of a part of its fer- 
tilitj', especially the volatile portions. 
Jloreover, the roots in tlie ground can­ 
not get hold of this decaying vegeta­ 
tion, and we see little chance of their 
beneiiting by it. We believe that by 
all means the crop should be turned 
under in some way. The soil will then 
grow more perfect in mechanical struc­ 
ture from year to year and the roots 
will always be able to get Into touch 
with the humus and the fertility and 
moisture in it.

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AS the reader ever rldilou

locomotivG 
at 
top 
speed? It Is a queer experi- 
ence, especially to one not 
nt all accustomed to that 
peculiar mode of traveliug, and is cal- 
culated, under some circumstances, to 
try tbo nervous system to its utmost 
tension. 
If you would realize 
the 
power and Irresistible force of a loco- 
motive under headway, step on the 
rails for a moment, on a dark night, 
^and look up the long line of perspective 
''at an on-coming engine with its blaz- 
ing signal lantern in front, like the 
eye of Cyclops, and its roar, echoed by 
the trembling earth, like some fabled 
giant's breath. It is the very epitome 
of mechanical power harnessed to the 
•ervice of human intelligence. What a 
frightful means of sacrifice, what a 
marvelous agent for good! 


Again, stand on the platform of a 
Bide station while the express train 
passes at its average speed of thirty 
miles an hour, and you have another 
example of tho amazing power of 
Bteam. Your nerves will involuntarily 
contract themselves as the train rushes 
•wiftly by, your eyelids will close me- 
chanically, and you almost gasp for 
breath as the air vacuum surrounds 
you, caused by such huge and rapid 
atmospheric displacement. 


But it was upon an engine itself 
that the experience of which we write 
iWas gained, and though some years 
have now Intervened it is as fresh in 
the memory as though it had occurred 
but yesterday: 


It was on a cold winter's evening 
that wo were to start from. Burling- 
ton, Vermont, for Boston, 
Tho Janu- 
ary thaw had failed to put in an ap- 
pearance that year, and the cold in 
that northern region had been intense, 
bedding the frost to a great depth in 
the soil. 
After purchasing our ticket

ask him." 


Seeking the individual designated as 
tho superintendent, I was both pleased 
and surprised to recognize in him an 
old friend, who whom, years ago, 1 
had been on intimate terms, I finally 
told him that I had a singular reauest 
to make, and exi)ressed my desire to 
ride with the engineer. He somewhat 
reluctantly assented to my desire, but 
not without numerous cautions, and 
tho remark that it was quite excep- 
tlonil to grant such a privilege to any 
due. 


Walking to the side of the locomo- 
tive, the superintendent Introduced me 
to the engineer, and gave him direc- 
tions to accommodate me as it re- 
gtrded the intended purpose.

TO LIGHTEN LAUNDRY WORK. 


One of the most important parts of 
washing is the assorting of the clothes. 
There are many stains which, like 
those of perspiration, disappear magic- 
ally with a little cold water and soap, 
and others, like fruit and coffee, which 
must be treated with boiling water, but 
are permanently set by 
lukewarm 
water. If it Is the practice of the fam. 
ily to soak all the clothes in cold water 
before the washing has begun a great 
many stains will be permanently set, 
but if the various kinds of stains are 
carefully sorted 
out 
and 
properly 
treated hours of rubbing will be saved. 


A housekeeper whose clothes always 
look as white as the driven snow saya 
that it is best to soak coarse, clothes 
in cold water, but that the table linens 
and fine clothes need not be so treated. 
The same housekeeper says that as 
soon as she has removed the stains 
from her clothes she puts them In cold 
water in tho boiler and brings them 
to the boiling point, and then puts 
tliem in the washtub to be rubbed for 
the first time. The boiling starts the 
dirt, and the rubbing is much easier 
than it would otherwise be. After rub- 
bing. the clothes are transferred at 
once to the first rinsing water, then to 
the second, and when they are tiior- 
oughly rinsed they are put a few at a 
time into the bluing M'ater, provided 
they have not been blued in several 
weeks. If they have, they are wrung 
out with tho wringer and put out to 
dry. All white clothes should be dried 
outdoors in the strongest sunlight. 
Both the freezing cold and the heat of 
tho summer's sun bleach them.

GIRDLING GRAPE VINES. 


Tho girdling, or ringing, of grape 
vines is done to increase tho sl^e of 
each cluster.

The bark is en* 
tiroly removed below the fruit clus- 
tor about a month before the period 
of ripening, which hastens ripening 
about a Avepk or two in advance, and 
enlarges tho bunoh and berries.

wood to sustain growth, but the elabo- 
rated sap descends through the wood 
and the bark, and can go no lower than 
tho point at which the girdle is made, 
M'here it stops and is utilized in feed- 
ing tho grapes. 
Some injury Is done 
the vino below tho girdle, and it may 
not pay to girdle on an extensive 
scale.

TREPARIXG ORCHARD LANDS. 
An orohardist of large experience 
says: Tlio general work of preparing 
the land for planting an orchard con- 
sists in deep tilth, and tI:o more thor- 
oughly it is done the more certain is 
success. The oroparation had best be 
lone late in the fall, Avhen it will be 
ready for early spring planting or for 
fall planting if preferred. Many suc- 
cessful orchardists, espocinlly in the 
Western States, prepare tho land by 
op -nlng with a heavy plow a furrow 
where the rows of trees are to be sot 
and then back furrowing the space 
between tliem, making a land section 
tvlth a tree row in tlie centre. 
This 
metljod affords a deeper tilth under 
tho trees, and at tho same time, sur- 
face drainage into the opening and 
finishing furrow midway between tho 
rows, which will receive, and, if prop- 
prly graded, carry 
off any surplus 
water wliich ma/ accumulate from 
heavy rainfalls.

HUMUS IN THE ORCHARD. 


It is an important point in farming 
to preserve the humus In the soil 
U'here there Is no humus. 
Humus 
has a value distinctive from that of 
Ihe fertility it contains. It holds moist- 
ure in the soil and also holds ^ome 
forms of fertility. To increase it in 
the orchard a good way is to grow 
legumes of some sort and plow them 
under at stated seasons. 
Not only 
does the cultivator thus increase the 
humus in the soil, but the nitrogen is 
Increased, as it J)as been caught from 
the air by these plants. 
Some fol- 
low the practice of not plowing or 
spading under the green crop, but of 
mowing and leaving it on the ground, 
liut to our mind this is a very Inferior 
way of getting the good of decaying 
humus. The air must in that case rob 
the crop mown of a part of Its fer- 
tilits', especially the volatile portions. 
Moreover, tho roots in the ground can- 
not get hold of this decaying vegeta- 
tion, and we see little chance of their 
benefiting by it. 
We believe that by 
all means the crop should be turned 
under in some way. The soil will then 
grow more perfect iu mechanical struc- 
ture from year to year and the roots 
will always be able to get Into touch 
with the humus and the fertiilty and 
moisture In It.
